Police Chief Spencer 
readies for retirement 


Longtime lawman leaves impressive legacy

WILMINGTON Robert 
Spencer will be wrapping up a 
32-year career in law enforce- 
ment as of October 7, 2005. It’s 
been quite a ride between 
entering the department as a 
patrolman and ending up in the 
Chief’s seat for the past year 
and a half. 

Spencer, who grew up in 
Woburn and graduated from 
Woburn High School in 1959, 
first took the Civil Service 
Exam in 1965 and indicated a 
desire for_an_appointment_to

the Wilmington Police 
Department, because it was the 
hometown of his wife, June. 

When. an_ opening in 
Wilmington came up in 1966, 
however, Spencer was not avail- 
able; he just:so happened to be 
a little bit busy at the time 
thousands of miles away in 
Vietnam. 

Spencer and a friend had 
originally intended to join the 
Marines when they visited the 
recruiting station, but the 
Marine recruiter was at lunch 
so_they began shooting the

breeze with the Air Force 
recruiter. 

“He must have been pretty 
good at his job, because the 
next thing we knew, we were 
signing up for the Air Force,” 
Spencer said. 

Spencer accepted a position 
with the Woburn Police 
Department and started on 
Halloween night 1969 He 
learned the ins and outs of the 
job quickly. 

“I didn't ask the old-timers 
why they did this and why they 
did that, I just watched them,” 
Spencer said. “The things they 
did that I liked, I hung ‘onto. 
The things I didn’t like, I left 
behind.” 

Spencer was told by Woburn 
Police Chief Leo McElhiney, 
that the two most important 
things that a police officer can 
possess are his integrity and 
his reputation. 

“The only way to acquire 
those two things is by your 
actions,” Spencer said. “It 
takes a long time to acquire 
them, but they can be 
destroyed overnight by your 
actions.” 

Spencer has always believed 
that police officers work for the 
citizens of the town and that 
the citizens are his indirect 
bosses. 

“I may be seen by some as a 
stickler for this or that, but I've 
always believed that if you do 
something right the first time, 
you'll never have to re-do it.” 

In 1973, Spencer's longtime 
friend Bob Shelley alerted him 
to another opening in 
Wilmington. This time, when 
the offer came in, he was avail- 
able. 

“My commute went from 15 
minutes to 5 minutes,” Spencer 
said. 

Spencer's annual salary was 
$8,200. Details paid $6 hourly 
and there was very little over- 
time available. Monetarily, 
things were in balance, Spencer. 
is quick to point out. A house

Board of Appeals hears from 
Crystal Commons

WILMINGTON 
Representatives of Tambote 
Investment Group offered a 
presented plans for Crystal 
Commons, a housing develop- 
ment, to the Board of Appeals 
on Monday evening. Crystal 
Commons is a 108-unit condo- 
minium development slated to 
be built on the 11.5 acre former 
site of Diamond Crystal at 10 
Burlington Avenue. 

The proposal calls for two, 
three story buildings, one with 
fifty-eight units, one with forty- 
two units. There will also be 
two townhouses with eight units 
and a building for tenant stor- 
age. 

According to Wilmington- 
based consultant Gene Sullivan, 
roughly half of the property will 
be developed and the other half 
, consisting primarily of wet- 
lands, will be preserved 

The previous owner had begun 
to clean up the wetlands, which 
had been disturbed, and 
Tambone Investment Group has 
promised to continue this effort. 
Richard Tambone further 
Promises, “ to work with the 
conservation committee to try 
and place conservation restric- 
tions on the southern portion of 
the property.” 

A concerted effort, according 
to Sullivan, has been made to 
design the development inline 
with the existing neighborhood. 

“We have made sure the build- 
ings fit the personality of the 
neighborhood,” Sullivan said. 
“The buildings will be stone fac- 
ing on the first level with flat 
board siding and asphalt roofs.

DISABILITY 
AND TAXES 


The tax code offers some assis- 
tance for the disabled. For 
instance, workers’ compensation 
payments for a job-related injury 
are tax free. When it comes to 
long-term-disability insurance, tax 
treatment depends on who pays the 
insurance premiums: if the employ- 
er paid, the payments are taxable; if 
the worker paid, the benefits are 
tax free, 

Someone who is totally or par- 
tially blind and does not itemize 
can claim an extsa standard deduc- 
tion of $1,250. 

Disabled individuals who can’t 
work can tap into retirement 
accounts early without penalty. 
Those who can work can deduct 
those additional expenses that 
enable them to do a job. These are 
deducted on Schedule C or as a 
migcellaneous unreimbursed_ busi- 
ness expense, but not subject to the 
usual floor of 2 percent of AGL 

Long-term-care insurance bene- 
fits are tax free to the disabled, up 
to $240 a day or $87,600 a year for 
2008.

1s the opposition, it was successful in driving the liquor distrib- 
or away. The activists were thrilled - they had won. 

I'he victory, however, was short lived. 

Just a year or so later, Olin entered into negotiations to sell the 
property to New England Transrail (NET). Whereas the liquor 
cistributor would have been a relatively "clean" tenant, NET pro- 
poses to truck in, at the rate of some 400-plus truckloads per day, 
contaminated soil and debris to the site. The soil and debris will 
»» ground, baled and loaded onto railroad cars for shipment out 

{ state. This time the residents, activists, along with town and 
state officials representing Wilmington and Woburn, are joined by 

coalition of Waste Management companies opposing the project. 
\/nfortunately, we still don’t know if the town will be able to block 
NET because it is seeking a federal exemption through the 
surface Transportation Board. Wilmington’s coalition has seen 
some successes in the battle, but the truth is that the fingernails 
ol everyone in the know are bitten down to the quick. 

My point? Those who forget history are bound to repeat it. Be 

reful with Crystal Commons. 

! use the Burlington Avenue/Main Street bridge several times a 
day everyday. For those of us on that side of town, there is little 
choice. I commiserate with the residents who do not want to see 

ny added traffic in that intersection. Neither do I, but quite 
irankly something is going to go on that site, whether we like it or 
not, 

For starters, let’s consider the option that’s already been put on 
the table, should Crystal Commons be shot down. Under the cur- 
rent zoning of that land, a company could lease the space and set 
up a Light Industrial or Light Manufacturing facility. If that 
should happen, the town-has._no authority to limit the number of 
(rucks going in and out of the site. Hypothetically, 400 trucks 
could go in an out of the property every day, 24-hours per day. 

| know, I know; the residents have lived through that and were 
okay with it. But don’t forget: during the heyday of Diamond 

al, their trucks did not add to congestion at the Burlington 
\venue/Main Street intersection. The bridge at the time was nar- 
row and, due to weight restrictions, could not accommodate heavy 

(racking. No, back then all of the truck traffic had to be routed 
ip Burlington Avenue towards Boutwell Street. 

State Representative James Miceli told me that Diamond 
Crystal and Sweetheart Plastics were terrific neighbors and were 
willing to stagger shifts and accommodate the needs of the area. 
‘That's great, but...what if the next industrial occupants are not so 
accommodating? Staggering shifts, incidentally, did alleviate 
some of the rush hour traffic, but it created absolute mayhem 
with school release. Their shift workers were getting out at the 

game time as the schools. I remember traffic being backed up to 
Aoutwell Street at around 3:00 p.m. every weekday back when I 

rst got my driver's license in 1985. 

Let’s look at a scenario that no one has yet brought to the dis- 
cussion, 

Yes, the town currently has a brief respite from the looming 
threat of 40B due to the number of units we've added to the afford- 
ible housing stock over the last few years, but when did that 
reprieve begin? By my calculations, the town has less than a year 
left. What then? Should the site remain vacant until our time is 
up, What is to stop Crystal Commons from coming back with a 
state iss mprehensive permit allowing 250 units? Don’t tell 
state offiéials who are used to driving in Hyde Park, Roslindale, 
Somerville, and Medford that Wilmington’s traffic is too congest- 
ed - they aren’t likely to buy it. 

We may not want 108 condominium units, or even 100 condo- 
mfnium units, built at 10 Burlington Avenue, but we must be cog- 
nizant of the alternatives. 

F urge our Board of Selectmen to negotiate firmly with the devel- 
oper of Crystal Commons for the best possible scenario. He wants 
to build sooner rather than later - use that bargaining chip, but 
don’t drive him away from the table. If we make the mistake of 
lpoking at this with a small-scale perspective we run the risk of 
facing another Regency Place or NET on that property some- 
where down the road. 

We must count our victories carefully.

could be purchased for $15,000 
to $20,000. 

“We had a whopping mort- 
gage of $85 a month,” Spencer 
said. 

He’s had his share of tense sit- 
uations on the job. At the time 
he began his career, people in 
law enforcement were not par- 
ticularly popular. 

“There were so many people 
protesting against authority,” 
Spencer recalled. “We were 
just doing what those in author- 
ity told us to do, but we were 
the closest authority figures to 
those on the street.” 

On one particular night, as a 
young patrolman walking a 
beat in Woburn, he was told to 
be extra careful. Police had 
received a tip that someone had 
plans to hurt a police officer 
during that evening. He walked 
by a gathering of young males 
when one of them threw a beer 
can at him. He confronted the 
group and had a nose-to-nose 
conversation with the individ- 
ual he believed to be responsi- 
ble. As he turned to walk away, 
he was struck by a flicked ciga- 
rette. He turned once again 
and heard a noise behind him, 
ducking just in time to avoid 
being struck by a tire-iron. His 
head moved fast enough to 
avoid being struck, but his hat 
was not so lucky. The badge on 
his hat was bent in half from 
the force of the blow. 

“My head was almost 
rearranged permanently that 
night,” Spencer said. 

He’s also found tremendous 
satisfaction from his job, espe- 
cially during his time spent as 
Wilmington’s Juvenile Officer. 
During the eee he 
became aware of a young

in the fifth or sixth grade that 
was refusing to go to school. 
He showed up at the young 
man’s house, but the child 
refused to get dressed for 
school. He told the child’s 
mother to put her son’s clothes 
in a bag and then he brought 
the boy to school in his pajamas 
and presented an option: either 
the child would get dressed or 
he would go to class in his paja- 
mas, The boy opted for getting 
dressed. 


The same scenario played out 
the very next day with the same 
result. 

Seven or eight years later, the 
two ran into each other and the 
young man couldn’t wait to tell 
Spencer how well he was doing. 
He’d just graduated from a 
junior college and told Spencer 
all about his future plans, 

“Y'know,” the young man told 


“Here was a kid that told me 
I'd made-a difference in his 
life,” Spencer said. “We don’t 
usually here about that.” 

Without a doubt, Spencer con- 
siders the advancements in 
technology to represent the 
most significant changes in the 
job during his tenure. 

“When I started, I was given a 
gun and a set of handcuffs,” 
Spencer said. 

In the beginning of his career 
he didn’t even have a radio. 
During his walking beat in 
Woburn, he would ring the sta- 
tion from call-boxes. When he 
was between call-boxes, he was 
on his own. 

From call-boxes to radios, to 
cell phones, to direct connect 
Nextels, the advancements in 
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communication have been 
astronomical. Computer tech- 
nology has enabled officers to 
reduce research projects that 
once took weeks to mere min- 
utes. 

“We have laptop computers. in. 
cruisers,” Spencer said. “That 
would have been considered 
Buck Rogers type stuff when I 
started.” 

He is pleased also at the 
opportunity officers have today. 
for continued training. Such 
opportunity was not so wide- 
spread during the 60's, 7 
even during the early 80’ 

One aspect of the business 
will never change. Police work 
will always be about gathering 
information from every source 
available. 

“Every department needs that 
guy who has the ability to 
schmooze equally well with the 
good guys and the bad guys,” 
Spencer said. “That is a gift; it 
cannot be taught. You give me 
three guys like that and I can 
get any information I need 
within 24 hours.” 

There are some incidents that 
will always remain with 
Spencer. The unsolved homi- 
cide of Amy Sullivan from 
Tewksbury is never far from 
Spencer’s thoughts. Sullivan's 
skeletal remains were found out 
behind the IRS building on 
Ballardvale in 1996. No arrests 
have ever been made in the 
case, 

“Not too many weeks go by 
without that case crossing my 
mind,” Spencer said, 
“Whenever something doesn’t 
get solved, it never goes away.” 

Spencer was appointed as 
Wilmington’s Chief of Police in 
May of 2004, following the 
retirement of Chief Bernard 
Nally. The attendance level at 
his swearing in ceremony was 
unprecedented. 

“Chief Spencer is very well 
respected in the area,” 
Wilmington Town Manager 
Michael Caira said. “Virtually 
every law enforcement agency 
in the area was represented at 
his swearing in ceremony.” 

Caira points out that it was 
Spencer, while serving as the 
Juvenile Officer, who first 
brought the highly successful 
DARE. program to 
Wilmington. 

“He has had a tremendous 
influence on law enforcement 
in Wilmington,” Caira said. 
“T've never received so many 


positive m ges in regard to 
any other appointment that I've 
made.” 

Since his 2004 appointment to 
Chief, Michael Begonis has 
served as Spencer’s Deputy 
Chief. 

“In many ways Chief Spencer 
has been a mentor and a role- 
model for me as well as many 
other police officers,” Begonis 
said, “Robert Spencer makes a 
great example as a husband, 
father and a grandfather as 
well. He has shared with me 
his drive and commitment for 
public services like not other 
law enforcement officer.” 

Begonis describes Spencer's 
passion and conviction to 
integrity, and his service above’ 
self, as unparalleled. 

“He has been a progressive 
leader and a pleasure to work 
for in my seventeen years on 
this department,” Begonis said. 
“I wish the best for him and his 
family in the years to come,” 

After all these years, Retired 
Safety Officer Bob Shelley, the 
person largely responsible for 
bringing Spencer to the 
Wilmington Police Department 
is still a close friend. 
According to Shelley, Spencer 
still has a few things still to 
learn. 

“I’m going to teach him how 
to be retired,” Shelley said 
“I'm going to show him how to 
relax and go for a cream-no- 
sugar at Dunkin Donuts in the 
morning. Then maybe we'll go 
golfing.” 

Shelley enjoyed the many 
years he spent working with 
Spencer and will enjoy retire- 
ment with his friend as well. 

“Robert Spencer is a great 
role model for any young police 
officer,” Shelley said. 

Spencer is ready for retire- 
ment and has already lined up 
a new job - he'll be watching his 
grandchildren on a more fre- 
quent basis. He'll golf here and 
there and will spend time at his 
vacation home in North 
Carolina. One thing is for cer- 
tain; he'll never leave 
Wilmington, the town in which 
he raised his four children. 

“lll always remember the 
good times more than the bad,” 
Spencer said. “I’ve never 
regretted for a minute that 
transfer to Wilmington. I've 
been happy and I think I’ve 
done pretty well here.”

St. Elizabeth’s hosts welcome home one of its first Sunday School students

WILMINGTON - Once again 
the town of Wilmington and St 
Elizabeth’s Parish have reason 
to celebrate. Wayne Griggs, 
who has served in the military 
for the past eleven years, was 
welcomed home from overseas 
by his family and friends.

Elizabeth’s is especially proud 
of ‘Wayne because, along with 
his two sisters, they were the 
first to enter the fledgling 
Sunday school program twenty 
years ago.

—Belniak 
reported that there would be 
fifty trips in and out of Crystal 
Commons during the one most 
heavily traveled peak hour 
(between 7a.m. and 9 a.m.) in 
the morning and sixty trips in 
and. out during’ the heaviest 
traveled peak hour in the 
evening (between 4 p.m. and 6 
p.m,) He went on to say that 
the impact would be unseen by 
the , residents, adding that 
although it wasn’t taken into 
account for this study, “most 
areas within 1000’ of a train sta- 
tion can reduce car trips up to 
50 percent.” 

Room 9 of Wilmington Town 
Hall, was filled to capacity dur- 
ing the hearing and the vast 
majority of the residents in 
attendance appeared to doubt 
Belniak’s findings. 


Citing the 217 parking spaces 
allotted within Crystal 
Commons, Burlington Road 
resident, Stephen Shepardson 
pointed out, “This is a great 
presentation, but it just doesn’t 
work.” * 

The biggest concern voiced by 
the neighboring residents was 
the traffic. An average of about 
12,500 vehicles pass through the 
intersection of Route 62 and 
Route 38 daily and approxi- 
mately 36,000 weekly making 
the intersection, arguably, the 
most heavily traveled in 
Wilmington. 

Other concerns were the 
inability of fire, police and res- 
cue to access the neighboring 
heavy traffic areas. One resi- 
dent opined that the one car per 
bedroom scenario presented by 
Belniak wasn’t based on reality 
because husbands and wives 
generally have a car each. He 
further stated if there are 189 
bedrooms, there is a potential 
for not fifty cars as Belniak had 
stated, but nearly 300 additional 
cars pulling in and out of 
Crystal Commons during peak 
hours into an already failed 
intersection. 

Belniak stated that negotia- 
tions were underway to build a 
pedestrian way underneath the 
Burlington Avenue bridge, but 
that no agreements or commit- 
ments had yet been reached. 

Residents complained that 
more than just talks with the 
MBTA are necessary for safe 
access to the trains. The ques- 
tion of who would maintain 
such access also came into 
play, as did the lighting of the 
pedestrian way and safety 
issues.

threw a pair of touchdown 
passes, including a 55 yarder to 
Brandon McCarthy that broke 
the game open in the third 
quarter.

, David Velardo, a sophomore at Wesleyan University in Middletown, Conn., and a resident of 
Wilmington, Mass-, competed in his first golf match as a Cardinal Sunday and Monday, September 
11 and 12 at the Skidmore College Invitational. 

Playing on the par-72 Saratoga Springs Park Course, Velardo shot a 10-over-par 82 in the first 
round but followed up with a three-under-par 69 on the second day for a two-day total of 151, seven 
over par. 

He finished in a tie for 16th among 64 competitors as only two golfers, tournament winner Toby 
Spector of Skidmore and third-place finisher EJ. Czajkowski of Western New England, carded a 
better single round than Velardo with a 68. 

Only twice in the last 40 years has ‘a-Wesleyan player dipped under 70 for a round of golf, one 
‘coming from Steve Keim in 1967 when he posted a 67 at Edgewood in Cromwell, Conn. (now the 
TPC) and the other by Gary Burnett in April, 1972 with a 68 at Hickory Ridge in Amherst, Mass. 
Thus, Velardo's effort is the team's best single round in more than 33 years. 

As a team, Wesleyan finished in a tie for seventh among 13 teams at the Skidmore Invitational 
with a two-day total of 617. Skidmore had a 581 to win the title. 

‘Wesleyan's next golf action was Saturday and Sunday, September 17 ahd 18, when the team trav- 
eled to Middlebury, Vt. to take part in the annual Duke Nelson Invitational on the challenging 
Ralph Myhre course. 

The following weekend, Wesleyan will play on the difficult Taconic Golf Course on the campus of 
Williams College in the annual Williams Invitational. 

Velardo, the son of Paul and Leslie Velardo of Shady Lane Drive in Wilmington, is a 2003 gradu- 
ate of Wilmington High School where he was a four-year letterwinner in golf, serving as a team 
raptain and helping his squad capture an MIAA D3 state title. 

‘He also was a team captain and two-time letterman in baseball and played ice hockey at 
‘Wilmington,

Residents in the Middlesex East area who are 
looking for an unusual night out over the next 
week or so should head to Wilmington to check 
out the 2005 Aleppo Shriners Rodeo of 
Champions at the Shriners Auditorium in 
Wilmington on September 24 and 25 or October 1 
and 2. 

Many may think of a rodeo as something that 
only someone from the western and southern 
states take part in, but Rick 
Shaw, Head of the Rodeo 
Committee for the Shriners, 
says that in recent years the 
event has taken off in the New 
England area. 

“There's a little bit of cow- 
boy in all of us, I think,” said 
Shaw. “You just have to find it 
in there. The rodeo is always a 
little different year to year, 
and this year there’s some- 
thing for people of all ages, 
from bullriding and bronco 
riding to cowgirl trick 
horseriding, right down to 
rodeo clowns for the little 
ones.

This year Miss Rodeo USA 2005 will be on 
hand to meet and greet those that attend the 
event. On January 15, 2005, Joanna Blackwell 
was crowned the 40th Miss Rodeo USA during 
the third performance of the 35th annual 
International Finals Rodeo in Oklahoma City at 
the State Fairgrounds. 

“I am so honored to have the opportunity to 
represent the cowboys and cowgirls of the 
International Professional Rodeo Association 
throughout this next year,” said Blackwell. 
“Rodeo has evolved through time to become one 
of our country’s greatest sports. Rodeo is a way 
of life and a principle that continues to grow and 
prosper because of its hard working, determined 
and dedicated family.” 

Joanna is the 21-year-old daughter of Willis 
and Ann Blackwell. She has two older brothers, 
Rick and Will, and an older sister, Julie. Joanna 
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is a senior at Stephen F. Austin State University 
in Nacogdoches where she is majoring in 
Communications with an emphasis in Radio and 
Television with a minor in Spanish. 

“While traveling as Miss Rodeo, I promote 
the fact that rodeo has its roots in a multicultur- 
al background,” said Blackwell. “It’s always dif- 
ferent. Even if you have been to one before, a 
rodeo is something you can keep coming back to 
year after year because there will always be 
something new to see.” 

“We have had rodeos 
there for 27 years,” said 
Andy Camp of Double-R 
Rodeo and the Shriners. 
“They have been very good 
to us, and there’s lots to do 
up there. The Shriners do 
an awfully good job with 
the public, and its a great 
site. There plenty of park- 
ing there. Kids love it, 
because you can really 
interact with the partici- 
pants if you want to.” 

The United States Air 
Force Honor Guard will be 
opening the Saturday 
evening performance and 
the Massachusetts 
National Guard Honor 
Guard will be at several 
performances. 

Trick Rider Tammie

Some of the top 
rodeo riders in the country will be attending as 
they earn points for the National Finals Rodeo in 
Oklahoma this January. 

The following information should serve as a 
primer for some of the Yankees in the Middlesex 
East area, who have never attended a rodeo 

Today's professional rodeo holds a distinct 
position in the world of modern sports having 
come directly from a working-lifestyle. Early 
rodeo began as the everyday chores of working 
ranches on the great plains of the American 
West. These chores would eventually evolve into 
the unique rodeo events that we enjoy today. 

Although rodeo is mainly thought of as a dis- 
tinctly American phenomenon, rodeo does enjoy 
success in other parts of the world. 

Countries with a significant ranching and 
livestock culture also developed or borrowed 
from the United States rodeo culture. Countries 
like Canada, Mexico, Brazil, Argentina, and 
Australia host high quality rodeos with their own 
national style and flair. 

Modern rodeos take place in a fenced, dirt 
surfaced area known as an arena. Arenas can be 
either indoor or outdoor. There are no standard 
sizes for arenas, but all of them contain bucking 
chutes, and roping chutes (usually at opposite 
ends of the arena). 

Rodeo is administered by groups known as 
rodeo associations, the biggest of which is the 
Professional Rodeo Cowboys Association. 
Association memberships are usually made up 
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of the competitors, stock contractors (provide all 
the livestock), judges, and organizational per- 
sonnel, Rodeo organizations exist at the local, 
county, state, and national levels. This includes 
groups for children or ‘little britches’, high 
school and college-level competition. 

Rodeo is also unique in that it is a sport made 
up of several different events, each with their 
own style of competition, rules, and rewards. 
While there are many events that are specific to 
different regions of the U.S. and world, seven are 
recognized as standard events in most profes- 
sional rodeo. 

The seven main events are (in the standard 
order of competition): 

ebareback riding *steer wrestling *team rop- 
ing. esaddle bronc tie-down roping barrel rac- 
ing bull riding 

These seven events can be broken down into 
two categories, the roughstock or judged events 
(bareback, saddle bronc, and bull riding) and 
the timed events (steer wrestling, barrel racing, 
tie-down and team roping). 

In the modern era, rodeo has continued to 
grow from its roots as a working ranch competi- 
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tion to a huge national sport. With the continued 
success, rodeo has seen growth in the number of 
associations at regional and state levels. 

‘Camp’s-Double Ranch has won many IPRA 
awards over the years, including the Best Rodeo 
Producer and Best Rodeo of the Year. He is well 
known in this area for the bull riding contests he 
produces at the Topsfield Fair Grounds and 
other local venues,

Nicolas Cage stars as an 
international arms dealer in 
this smart tale of how his 
occupation takes a toll both 
on his soul, as well as those 
around him that he loves. 

Cage stars as Yuri Orlov 
(even that’s not the charac 
ter’s real name, we learn), a 
man who is not what he 
seems to almost everyone he 
encounters. Loving family 
man and provider when at 
home with his wife (played 
by Bridget Moynahan) and 
son, he keeps a storage site 
in New York where he keeps 
examples of his ever-growing 
arsenal of product and iden- 
tification to get him into all 
the major political hot spots 
in the world 

Orlov incorporates the 
services of his younger 
brother, played by Jared 
Leto, until a deal goes. bad 
and one of them ends up fly- 
ing home in a casket. 

Ethan Hawke plays an 
Interpol agent who pursues 
Orlov over the course of two 
decades. 

Orlov is a character that 
keeps telling himself that he 
isn't involved in the wars he 
helps sustain, and that the 
warlords he calls business 
associates are strictly cus- 
tomers, even when he knows 
for a fact that the guns he 
sells will be used to mow 
down a village of women and 
children as soon as they are 
paid for. 

Cage is very good, as is 
Leto as the brother who slow- 


ly realizes that something 
must be done to stop the vio- 
lence. Moynahan is also good 
as the wife willing to look 
away as long as the money 
keeps coming in, until she is 
forced to face the fact that 
her husband is a monster. 
The film also examines 
the culture of gun smuggling, 
and the part it can sometime 
play in U.S. foreign policy.

“The Board of Health 
applied for a five-year grant 
for its Collaborative Tobacco 
Control Initiative,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“Winchester is the lead 
town in a collaborative effort 
with five other towns includ- 
ing Burlington, Billerica, 
Lexington, Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

“The Initiative received a 
$55,000 grant from the state 
this year to start the pro- 
gram, which kicked off in 
January and will go through 
the end of December. The 
Board of Health will be reap- 
plying for a five-year grant 

“Liz Silva, director of the 
Winchester Substance Abuse 
Coalition, said that the goal 
of the Initiative is to 
decrease youth smoking 
rates by eliminating access 
to tobacco products by young 
people. The Tobacco Control 
Initiative makes sure that 
area merchants have tobacco 
permits, are educated on 
youth smoking and are com- 
pliant with the town’s bylaws. 

“As of June 30, each of the 
166 merchants in the collabo- 
rative area have received two 
compliance checks, one per- 
mit check and one in-store 
educational visit. 

“The compliance checks 
are done by area youths that 
were recruited through a vol- 
unteer organization. The 
youth volunteers act like 
undercover cops by trying to 
purchase tobacco products at 
area stores, The teens had to 
go through ten hours of 
training before they were 
ready to do compliance 
checks. 

“Silva said that most of 
the youths that were recruit- 
ed had a loved one who was 
a smoker or was concerned 
about smoking amongst their 
friends. + 

“The Initiative educates 
merchants- about. new trends 
in tobacco products. Silva 
said that smokeless tobacco 
and blunts are an increasing 
trend with teens.

‘A synopsis of the film fol- 
lows: the documentary is 
centered around Kandice, a 
precocious, insightful 
African-American teenager 
who participates in METCO, 
a voluntary school integra- 
tion program in Boston 
Since kindergarten, Kandice 
has risen before dawn each 
day to catch a bus out to the 
public schools of Weston, an 
affluent, predominantly 
white suburb. In Far From 
Home, Kandice shares her 
conflicted feelings and keen 
observations about travers- 
ing these two different 
worlds. Now in her last two 
years of high school, she 
takes us inside her personal 
triumphs, struggles, and 
daily negotiations: serving as 
the first black class president 
at her high school; playing 
the college admissions game; 
defying the stereotypes that 
she feels from white society; 
living up to her family’s tra- 
dition of activism. Kandice’s 


grandfather, a civil rights 
activist who was murdered in 
1968, helped found the busing 
program, and her mother 
was among the first classes 
of black students bused to 
the suburbs in the late 1960s. 
Far From Home weaves 
together Kandice’s current 
school life with a family his- 
tory that has been profound- 
ly shaped by racially inte- 
grated educational experi- 
ences. 

“Tsutsumi began research- 
ing and thinking about this 
project in early 2001. As a 
high school student in 
Reading, which is part of the 
METCO program, Rachel 
realized years later that she 
had very little knowledge of 
the program or understand- 
ing of the experience of the 
METCO students. Upon dis- 
coyering that METCO is the 
longest-running voluntary 
school desegregation pro- 
gram in the country (it 
began in 1966), and that it is 
continuously fighting for 
state funding to stay afloat, 
she believed this would make 
a good subject for a docu- 
mentary...”
